Iu an interesting article on the 
famout Indian chief, Hlack Hawk, in 
the November New England Maga- 
zine, the Indian game of ball 1» thus 
described: "On the level ground west 
of the town might frequently have 
been seen, in the early summer time 
snd autumn, hundred* of brawny 
Iudians engaged in their favorite 
sports of horse racing and ball playing 
In either case the play was for stakes, 
and these always high— two or three 
horses, a fine rifle or war-club. Their 
game of ball, which Black Hawk 
mentions as very popular, was played 
in this wise : A tall post was erected 
at either extremity of the play-ground, 
and the players divided into rival 
parties. The object of each was to 
defend its own post and drive the ball 
to that of its adversary. 'Hundredsof 
lithe and agile figures, says Parkman, 
describing this game as played by the 
Sauks and Ojibways near Michili- 
mackinac in June, 1763, are leaping 
and bounding upon the plain ; each is 
nearly naked, his loose black hair fly- 
ing in the wind, and each bears in his 
hand a bat of a form peculiar to the 
game. At one moment the whole are 
crowded together, a dense throng of 
combatants, all struggling for the ball, 
at tho next they are scattered again, 
and running over the ground like 
nds in full cry, each iu his excite- 
ment yelling and shouting at tho.

Smaller 
instruments have their appropriate 
fields, and in some of these they will 
always be more convenient than 
larger ones. But the great telescope, 
when properly used.isand always will 
be preeminent. The proof is easy to 
give, and I trust that we shall not 
hear any more idle detraction of the 
work of our great instrument makers, 
theClarks, or of their European rival*

The Qneets River, which flows into 
the Pacific Ocean about fifteen miles 
north of the QniniantJAgency, Wash 
is a good-sized stream, very deep in 
places, and with rapids at intervals. 
Its waters are of a mudy, greenish hue 
very similar to the color of the St 
Lawrence. It is fed by the meltiug 
snows of Mt Olympus. The bottom 
land of the region has a rich black 
soil, aud is covered with alders and 
salmon-berry bushes.

Have a Grindstone 
A good grindstone that runs true is 
a necessity on every farm. Place it 
under shelter, and wear it out as soon 
as possible by Keeping all edged tools, 
usually sharpened with it, in a good 
workmanlike condition. When mow- 
ing or reaping, the knives often be- 
come dull ere it is time to turn out ; if 
you have a piece of coarse whetstone 
iu the machine box they are soon 
made quite sharp or at least the cut- 
ting edge roughened up as well as 
sharpened. A sharp file answers 
similar purpose, but if carried in the 
machine box should be wrapped 
cloth to prevent gumming, or useless 
wear against other iron tools. Teach 
the boys to keep all the edgod tools in 
good coudition, and never allow the 
hired man to go to the field with a 
dull axe, hoe, scythe or other edgod 
tools, and insist upon the tools being 
gionnd at a uniform level.

Cut the holes 
evenly, t hen "bar" them with coarse thread 
and overhand them, after wh^ch 
buttonhole solidly and well, for nothing 
looks more slovenly than wornont button- 
holes. The buttons had better be left to 
the last, as thread catches around them. 
To get them on straight lay the two fronts 
together and pass an Iron lightly 
buttonholes, or mark down through the 
holes with a pencil and sew the buttons on 
exactly there. 

To make and sew a collar on a dress is a 
neat job, and if it is a plain oue should be 
first cut out of strong wlgan, and " 
basted on silesia or other lining, and then 
faced with silk or satin, whatever the 
outer material is made of.

The measure should be taken for sleeves 
from one inch back of the shoulder seam 
mil carried down over the bent elbow tc 
the wrist. The sleeve to be fashionable 
now should be of the leg o' mutton, plain 
bishop, with deep cuff, and the balloon in 
which the uppi-rpart is puffed and the fore 
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mutton can be made in many varieties, vm 
one most often seen having the upper part 
wrinkled. The sh-eves now require a la rye. 
quantity of material, usually three yards. 

The sleeve is sewn up, the seams whipped 
and the wrist:, finished with a neat piping, 
or a cuff of velvet made over wigan. and 
then they are ready to lie sewn in. From 
thctwo dots they should be gathered until 
just a fit for the arm size. The under arm 
seam is to be pinned to the front seam of 
the front side gore, and the back

All tailor finished dresses should have 
as nearly plain sleeves as fashion will al 
low.

A Use For Worn Stockings.

Tho rider carries a small cage attached 
to his machine in which are several 
well trained pigeons. When impor- 
tant observations have been taken and 
jotted down they aro placed in envel- 
opes and affixed to tho birds, which 
liberated.

It is 
thought that this combination of bi- 
cycle and pigeon service can be profit-

Boxes, eight- 
teen inches square, placed about a fool 
apart may contain four plants, which 
may be trained and pruned. The 
roots should be at least five feet from 
the roof, and when affected by the 
latode root-gall, the plants s'hould 
be destroyed, the soil removed for 
salting aud freezing, and the beds or 
boxes washed with lye. The young 
ilants require most water and the soil 
ihould be thoroughly wot each time. 
A brisk bottom heat is best, aud the 
air should bo from 60 degrees to 65 
degress F at night, aud from 70 de- 
grees to 80 degrees in the day, and 
even higher in full sunshine. In 
about four months the plants will 
flower and must be artiflcally polliu- 
nt small, one-sided fruit. 
At this time the air must be kept dry, 
specially about noon. A second crop 
I obtained by trailing out shoots 
rom the base of old plants. The 
vintcr blight sometimes seriously in- 
ures the plants. No remedy is 
mown, but the disease is being stud- 
ed by the station. Removal of the 
diseased plants, and thorough renova- 
ion of tho green-house are recomoued 
A square foot of floor space yields 
about two pound* of tomatoes.— Am.

Scalded Fowls- 

If all fowls were scalded after being 
killed, instead of dry picked, the skin 
would be cleaned and the feathers 
more easily removed. Lice xmie- 
timcs exist la uarcassos that have 
been dry picked, especially when 
fowls have been kept on filthy loca- 
tions. Scalding kills all vermin and 
makes the carcass clean. It would be 
well, also, if all carcasses were drawn 
as they could then be washed inside 
(and salted if necessary) instead of 
marketing dressed fowls with the en- 
trails remaining, as is tho custom in 
homo sections. — Farm and Fireside.

"Fair thoughts be your fair pillo.w" 
are worked. Deep trills of silk flnislC 
the cushion. Heart-shaped and fan- 
shaped cushions arc also in great de- 
mand, and all of them have straps 
attached, so that they be carried with- 
out inconvenience. 

For white fruit cake sift one pound 
of flour with two teaspoonsful of "bak- 
ing powder; cream oue pound of 
sugar and a half a pound of butter 
together; mix with the flour, beat 
well and add one teacup of sliced 
citron, one cup of blanched almonds 
one teacup of stoued raisins and three 
of grated coacoauut; lastly, stir In 
carefully the well-beaten whites of 
fourteen eggs, thin with half a cup of 
sweet milk and pour in a greased 
mold. Bake two hours. 

A leather-covered easy chair and 
couch have been kept in excellent 
condition for years by rubbing the 
leather part occasionally with salad- 
oil and vinegar. Rub on a little of 
the oil with an old silk handkerchief 
and with another give the leather a 
thorough polishing. If too much of 
the mixture is applied, or the rubbing 
is too light, the leather wil lbe left in 
, sticky, oily condi tion.

If a lamp is properly brushed out 
with a stiff little brush, which may be 
kept for the purpose, there is no need 
of washing the burner. All that is 
necessary is to wipe the burner out in 
every part with a soft flannel or cot- 
ton cloth, which should also be kept 
for the purpose. This keeps the bur- 
ner bright and free from surplus oil 
and dust. The best way of treating a 
wick is to brush of the charred part 
and thus allow it to trim itself. If 
the scissors are used it is apt to be 
uneven until the flame has burnt it 
even. A few drops of alcohol will do 
more to remove the dust and smoke 
from the inside of a lamp chimney 
and leave it crystal bright than a 
quart of water. Whan dust is diffi- 
cult to remove, apply a little alcohol 
on a cloth.— Ex.
